The 1822 TJ.S.Half Dollar die trial on a copper 
planchet has been examined. The obverse is double struck. 

The two chins and the two partial dates are quite clear. 

The stars on the right hsnd side also indicate the double 
striking. Both the edge end the reverse are plain. 

This piece was originally listed in Adams Woodin 
as No. 3l| and has been transferred by Judd to die trials 
in Appendix A. 


Tour piece has a very large cleavage across the 
forehead and cap giving rise to two different levels of the 
face. This, apparently, was caused by a crsck through the 
die as the illustration in Judd shows 0 similar defect 
slightly developed. 


It is therefore our opinion that this uniface 
piece was made from a die which broke in the hardening or 
in production and had to be rejected. Whether Mr. Mickley 
obtained this die from the Mint, as he did others, and used 
it to make this trial, is only a guess.
